His Majefty vifited his German Do- 
minions this Year, when a Triple Alliance 
was fign’d between Great-Britain, France, 
and Helland, 

2. Wien wasthe Nation alarm’d with an 
Invalion intended, from Sweden in Favour’ of 
the Pretender.

A, lin january 1716-17, when his Majefty, 
returning trom Hansver, inform’d his Council, 
that he had certain Advice, from Abroad, of 
Defign. Upon this Count Gyllen- 
burg, the Swedyh Envoy in England, was fiz- 
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ed with all his Papers. After this Baron Gortz, 
(the Principal Contriver of thefe wicked Ma- 
chinations) Minifter of his Swedifh Majetty at 
the Hague, was, at the Inftance of Mr. Leath- 
es, the British Envoy, ppt likewife under an 
Arreft, with his two Secretaries; he being 
feized at Arnheim in Guelderland, whether he 
had fled to avoid the Purfuit. The Seizure of 
his Papers evidently difcover’d the Black De- 
fizns which were hatching ; he himfelf con- 
fefling in them, that he had purchafed Ten 
Thoufand Arms; to forward the intended In+ 
vafion. The feizing of Count Gy//enburg made 
a great Noife in London among the  Seewsiia 
Minifters, who were anfwer’d by the Court, 
that they fhould foon be inform’d of the Rea- 
fons for taking this Step. The Plot being thus 
difcover’d, a Bull pafs’d to prevent all Com+- 
merce with Sweden; and a Squadron of Thirty 
Two Britifh Ships were fent to Block up-thofe 
of Sweden in their Harbours.’ Some were of 
Opinion, that this Animofity, in the Swedes, 
arofe' from his Britannick Majetty’s purchafing 
Bremen and Verden of the Danes, who had 
taken it from the Swedes. “The Schemes of 
the King of Sweden being thus difconcerted, 
he endeavour’'d tq make a Peace with his 
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Britannick Majefty, which was afterwards ef- 
fected by the Mediation of the Duke of Or- 
leans, Regent of France, who forced the Pre- 
tender to quit Avignon, and retite over the 
Aips. 

9 Were there not feveral warm Debates, 
in the Houfe of Commons, occafion’d by his 
Majefty’s defiring to be furnifh’d with certain 
Sums, for concluding fome Alliances, without 
informing his Parliament with the Particulars ? 

A. Yes, many of the Courtiers declared this 
Method to be Unparliamentary,on which there 
were fevcral] Removais ; but at laft it was refol- 
ved, that a Sum, not-exceeding 250,000 /. 
fhould be granted to the King; for enabling 
him to make good fuch Engagements with other 
Princes and States, as might prevent the prefent 
Danger from Sweden, We. 

9, What was done in the Lower Houfe of 
Convocation, in 1717? 

A. Their Committee drew up a Reprefenta- 
tion againft certain Tenets advanced by Dr. 
Benjamin Hoadley, Bithop of Bangor, in a 
Work of his, entitled, 4 Prefervative againft 
the Principles and Praétices of the Nonjurors ; 
and in a Sermon preach’d before the King, 
entitled, The Nature of the Kingdom of Chrift, 
Jhewing it not to be of this World. This gave 
rife to many warm Difcourfes in Print. ~The 
Committee cenfured both the above Works ; 
but the Convocation, in order to put an End 
to thefe Feuds, was prorogued, and has fcarce 
{at fince that Time. 

9. Was it not about this Time that the 
Earl of Oxford’s Affair came to a Crifis? 

A. After having been confined almoft two 
Years in the Tower, he took Advantage of the 
Divifions then reigning among the King’s 
~ Friends, and petition’d for his Tryal; which 
being accordingly appointed in /Ve/min/ter- 
Hall, the Earl was brought thither by Water, 
fine 24, Earl Cowper aéting as Lord High- 

teward ; but great Contefts arifing between 
the two Houfes, with regard to their refpective 
Prerogatives, the Lords got the better, and 
and proceeded to the Trial. “The Accufers of 
the Earl of Oxford were fummon’d to come 
forth, and none appearing, his Lordfhip was 
acquitted by the unanimous Confent of his 
Peers, notwithftanding which, he at the In- 
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{tance of the Houfe of Commons, was except- 
ed out of the Act of Grace; together with 
Simon Lord Harcourt, Matthew Prior, Thomas 
flarley, Arthur Moore, and a tew others.

Q, What remarkable Incident happen'd 
next ? ar 

A. Nevember 2, her Royal Highnefs the 
Princefs. of Wales was deliver’d of a Prince, 
who died the February following. A Mifun. 
derftanding happen’d at, or foon after the 
Chriftening, between the King and the Prince 
of Wales, upon which the Latter was_order’d 
Accordingly, his 
Royal Highnets, and his Confort went and re- 
fided- at the Earl of Gruntham’s, but after re. 
moved to Le:cefier-Houfz, and «their Chil- 
dren continued at St. James's. After this, 
whenever the King went Abroad, he left the 
Adminftration of the Affairs of the Kingdom 
in the Hands of the Lords Juitices. His Ma- 
jetty vifited the Univerlity of Cambridge in 
Odtober 5; and November 22, the Earl of Carn- 
wath, and the Lord Widdrington, pleading his 
Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon, were Dif- 
charged. . 

Q, June 22, 1718, the Quadruple Alliance, 
or mutual Guarantee, between the Emperor, 
Great- Britain, France, and Holland, was 
fign’d in London, This Yreaty was enter’d 
into, in order to reftore the Tranquility of 
Europe, which the King of Spain had difturb’d 
laft Year, by invading Sardinia. Previous to 
the above-mentioned ‘Treaty, there had been a 
Convention between his Britannick Maijefty, 
and the moft Chriftian King, for fettling the 
Terms of Peace between the Emperor and the 
King of Spain; as well as between the former, 
and his Sardinian Majefty (the Duke of Saucy.) 
In the mean Time the Spaniards having out 
alarge Fleet to feize on Sicily, madea Des 
feent in ‘uly on that Ifland, and poflefs’d 
themfelves of many Places. But whilft they 
were attacking the Citadel of Mejfina, the 
Britifh Fleet, under Sir George Byng, engaged 
that of Spain, and defeated it in the moft 
fignal and glorious Manner, Fuly 31. Not 
long after this the King of Sici/y acceded to 
the Quadruple Alliance. The Court of Spain 
was highly offended at the above Defeat, but 
as the King of Spain, by this Invafion of Sicily, 
had violated the Treaty of Utrecht, whereof 
England was one of the Guarantees, War was 
declared againtt Spain, December 16. 

Q. What happen’d in Parliament in 1719. 

A. In February the occafional Conformity 
and Schifm Bills were repeal’d; and great 
Debates arofe this Seffion, concerning the Bill 
for limiting the Peerage. The Houfe concern-

Baronet, to fell Lands for Payment of Debts. 
And another for rendering Juftice of the Peace 
more fafe in the Execution of their Office, and 
for indemnifying Conftables and others, acting 
‘n obedience to their Warrants; in whichit is 
enacted, that no Writ fhall be iffued out againft 
any Juftice of the Peace, for what he fhall do 
ia the Execution of his Office, till Notice in 
Writing be given him, and that he may tender 
amends within one Calender Month; and, in 
Cafe it is not accepted, may plead the fame in 
Bar to the Aétion ; and, if found fufficient, 
fhall be intitled to Cofts. ‘That no Action 
fhall be brought againft any Conftable, or other 
Officer, acting in Obedience toa Juftice’s War- 
rant, until demand has been made in Writing 
of the Perufal and Copy of fuch Warrant, and 
the fame hath been refufed or neglected for the 
Space of fix Days after fuch Demand. And tn 
Cafe, after a Copy given, any Action {hall be 
brought againft {uch Conftable, &c, or his or 
their Afiftants, without making the Juftice or 
Juftices, who figned or fealed the faid Warrant, 
Defendant or Defendants, that, on producing 
and proving fuch Warrants at the Trial of fuch 
Adtion, the Jury fhall give a Verdict for the 
Defendant, notwithftanding any Defe&t of Ju- 
rifdiction in fuch Juftice or Juftices. This 
Act was made to commence on the 24th of 
June, 17513; and it provides, that no Actions 
againft Juftices of che Peace, Sc. in this Cafe, 
wall be brought, unlefs commenced within fix 
Calender Months after the Act committed: 
and if the Judge, before whom the Caufe fhall 
be tried, when the fury fhall find for the Plan- 
tif or Plantiffs, fhall, in open Court, certify, 
onthe Back of the Record, that the Injury, 
proved to be done by the Juftice of the Peace, 
was wilfully and malicioufly committed, he 
or they thall be intitled to double Cofts of Suit. 

Isth, Pailed a Bill for fettling Part of the 
Eftate of Thomas Moyle, Efq; in Truftees: 
A Bill concerning the Eftate of George Bar- 
low, Efg; The Act for the Prefervation of 
the Game in Scotland ; and a Road Bill from 
Edinburgh, and Crammond-bridge to Queen’s- 
Ferry, in the County of Linlithgow. 

16th, Paffed the Bill forthe Road from New- 
caftle to Carlifle., 

17th, Pafled a Bill for levying two Pennies 
Scots, or the 6th Part of a Penny Sterling, on 
every Pint of Ale or Beer brewed, or fold, in 


the iow of Greenock, &c. for the Repair of 


the Harbour, &c. And another for regular- 
ing the Navigation of the River Avon. 

20th, This Day will be ever memorable for 
paffing the Act, which provides for the Admi-* 
niftration of the Government, in Cafe of a 
Minority fucceeding thereto, on the Demife of 
our Gracious Sovereign, whom God long pre- 
ferve ; in which it is enaéted, That in fucha 
Cafe, Auguita, Princefs Dowager of Wales, 
fhall be Guardian of fuch Succeffor and Regent 
of the Kingdom; and that in order to aflilt 
her during fuch a Minority or Minorities, there 
fhall be a Council to be calleds, The Council 
of the Ragency confifting of his Royal 

ighnefs William Duke of Cumberland ; 
the Archbifhop of Canterbury for the Time 
being ; the Lord High Chancellor; the Lord 
Treafurer, or firft Lord of the Treafury ; 
the Lord Prefident of the Council ; the Lord 
Privy Seal ; the Lord High Admiral, or firf 
Lord of the Admiralty ; the principal Secre- 
taries of State; the Lord Chief Juftice of the 
King’s-Bench ; all thefe only for the Time be- 
ing; and four more natura] born Subjects of 
this Realm, which his Majefty by three Inftru- 
ments under his Sign Manual, may appoint and 
revoke at his Will and Pleafure ; one of which 
Inftrumentt to be depofited with her faid Royal 
Highnefs; another with the Archbifhop of Can- 
terbury, and the Third with the Lord Chan- 
cellor ; all and each of them fealed with any 
Seal his Majefty fhall think proper, and ewith 
the feveral Seals of the faid Princefs, Archbi- 
fhop, and Lord Chancellor. It is further en- 
aéted, That the faid Council thal] trom Time 
to Time meet at the Summons of her faid 
Royal Highnefs, but not lefs than Five fhall be 
fufficient to act as fuch Council of Regency ; 
and that his Royal Highnefs, William Duke of 
Cumberland, fhall be Chief or Head of the faid 
Counci! ; and that all Affairs in the faid Coun- 
cil fhall be determined by a Majority, unleis 
where in this Act it is otherwife provided. 

And it is further enacted, That whenfoever 
his prefent Majefty (whom God long preferve) 
fhall happen to demife before pis Succeflor 
comes to the Age of 18 Years, the Privy Coun- 
cil then in being forthe Kingdom of Great- 
Britain fhall with all convenient Speed aflem- 
ble, and caufe fuch next Succeflor to be openly 
and folemnly proclaimed King, under Penalty 
of being guilty of High Treafon; and of fuf- 
fering as in Cafes of Hizh Treaton. 

It is provided in the fame A&, That the 
Confent of the Majority, or ef Five or more 
of the Council of the Regency, fhall be necef-

fary in all Creations, Pardons, Gifts, Grants, 
Difpofitions, eccleftaftical, civil or military, 
and inall Inftruétions, Orders, or Authoritios 
to make them good and cffeétual. And that her 
Royal Highnels fiali have no Power to make 
War or Peace, or ratify Treaties, prorogue, ad- 
journ or diffolve any Parliament, without the 
Confent of the Council ; nor to give the Roy- 
al Affent to any Act for altering the Succef- 
fion to the Crown as eftablifhed by the 12th of 
William III, nor for repealing or altering the 
A& of the 13th of Charles II. in regard to the 
Uniformity of the Common Prayer, or of the 
sth of Anne, intitled, An Aéct for eftablifhing 
the Proteftant Religion and Presbyterian 
Church Governments, 

But with the Confent of the Majority of the 
Council any of the aforefaid Members of the 
Council of the Regency may be removed from 
‘Time to Time; and their Places become va- 
cant either by Removal, or Demife, or Refig- 
nation ; and her Royal Highnefs is required to 
fill them up by and with the Confent of at leaft 
five of the faid Council. 

Her Roya! Highnefs alfo fhall have full Power 
to fummon and hold the Privy Council of the 
Nation in the ufua!l Manner, referving to them 
their Rights, Authorities, Powers and Jurifdic- 
tions, 

The Parliament which fhall be in being, or 
has been laftin being, upon the Acceffion of 
fuch a Minor to rhe Crown, fhall continue for 
three Years, unlefs fuch Minor ,fhall come 
fooner of Age, or the faid Parliament be dif- 
folved by Confent of the Majority of the faid 
Council. 

That the Succeffor a Minor to the Crown, 
fhal] not marry without the Confent of her 
Royal Highnefs, and one half Part of the faid 
Council. Such clandeftine Marriage is decla- 
red null ; and every Perfon concerned therein, 
is declared guilty of High Treafon. 

In Cafes of an equality of Voices in Council, 
her Royal Highnefs may decide the Matter, 
And where the Majority, or one half of the 
Council of Regency, is made neceflary to the 
Validity of any act, the Members giving fuch 
confent are to liga the fame in the Coun- 
cil- books. 

All Commiffions, &c. to fet afide, or to en- 
deavour to change or vary, the Order and Me- 
thod of Government and its Adminiftration 
hereby fettled during fuch Authorities aforefaid, 
fhall be null and void ; and the Perfons advifing 
erconcerned therein to incur the Penalties of 
Premunue,

fome Debate on Saturday laft, I would beg leave 
to give you my Thoughts, fomewhat more 
recollected than in fucha Prefence as I had then 
the Honour to be, 

I take it to bea Matter of the greateft Im- 
portance to Religion, that that Day be duly 
obferved by ali Ranks and Degrees of Men - 
but then the Queftion is, wherein the due Ob. 
fervance of it ought to confift, and how to fer- 
tle fuch Bounds as may not give too much 
Scope to Libertifm on the one Hand, and to 
Puritanifm or Superftition on the other. 

The Obfervance of the Lord’s-Day is not 
only a Pofitive, but alfo a Moral Preeept. Po- 
fitive, becaufe ftrictly enjoined, Gen. ii. 3 (not 
to mention other Places of Scripture ; which 
may feem to have a particular Refpeé to the 
Jewifh GQZconomy, and to their deliverance out 
of Egypt ) Moral, not only becanfe it is inferted 
inthe Number of the Ten Commandments 
which are generally allowed to contain Things 
chiefly of a Moral Nature ; but becaufe Reafon 
alfo Teaches us, that, if there is a God, he 
ought to be worfhiped both in Publick and in 
Private ; the former of which requires a ftated 
he as Place. 

What Proportion of our Timeo 
allotted to God’s publick Worthip, Salona 
not precifely determine ; but if we will allow 
God to bea proper Judge, a Seventh Part is 
not too great a Share to be dedicated to his Ser- 
vice, from whom we have received our a]] 
And moft Chriftians, I think, feem agreed in 
this: But yet they differ greatly as to the Man- 
ner how this Chriftian Sabbath ought to be kept ; 
fome thinking that they have fatisfied all their 
Obligations by frequenting 'the Church in the 
Forenoon 3 others are fo Religious as to give 
their Attendance on Publick Worthip in the 
Afternoon too, and then think themfelves at 
Liberty to do what they pleafe, provided it be 
not directly finful, And it were greatly to be 
wifhed, that all Chriftians would, at leatt pro- 
ceed thus fai ; but alas! the Fa& is too muah 
otherwife ; nor does there appear a Profpe& of 
Its being better, ‘but if poflible, worfe, unlefs 
it fhould pleafe God to put it into the Minds of 

Perfons of Authority and Figure to thew the 
Way. . 

If there isno Aét of Parliament to inforce 
the Obfervance of this Day (as I believe there 
are feveral) it isa great pity : But what doLaws 
hignify without Manners, and unlefs they are 
put in Execution? They are no better than 
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Ropes of Sand, and mere Cobwebs, which any 
one may break thro’ at Pleafure. 

For my own Part I have always thought, 
and do ftill think, that the Duty of the Day 


ought to be carri¢d further than.to a bare At- 


tendance upon. the Publick Devotions at the 
Church, and that jt: fhould extend to.a decent 
Referve, and toa miore fparing ufe of, if nota 
total Abitinence from fuch Diveriions and Plea- 
fures, as we might innocently go into upon o- 
ther Days; and that a Diftinction ought to be 
paid to it in this refpect, as it is the Lord’s-Day, 
and therefore not.ourown. Befides, there are 
many private Duties, which, if not by 
Precept, yetiin Propriety,, may Challenge our 
Attention on that: Day ;. fuch are Works of 
Charity, meditating upen the Divine Goodne{s 
in the Creation and: Redemption of the World, 
Self-examination as to our paft Behaviour, which 
certainly isa Chriftian Duty ; and if we do not 
fix fome ftated Times for it will run a great Ha-> 
gard of being; wholly negleéted. But thefe I 
mention, nat. as, of meceflary Obligation, but 
in Propriety to be:performed by uson this Day ; 
Ner would I be thought -to bind even the At- 
tendance upon the Publick. Devotions fo ftrong- 
ly upon every one, as that no Bufinefs or Oc- 
cafions of Life fhould interrupt):its Courfe, 
fince, I think, . there may be many Circum- 
tances that may, for the prefent, excufe from 
this Attendance; only we muft take care that 
they be Keal, not Fictitious or Trival, as is too 
often the Cafe. : 

You’ll fay then, Madam, Do I admit of no 
other intermiliion, but infift on the whole Day’s 
being devoted to Spiritual Affairs? Indeed, I 
am not fo rigid: But this I make bold to fay, 
that the more of it is thusemployed, the more 
agreeable it will be to the original Inftitution 
and Intention, as, well as Praétice, of the Sab- 
bath-Day. 

lt any indulgence were to be given more than 
common, itmight, in Reafon, feem to belong 
to fuch Perfons as have not the Command. of 
ther Time, but ate clofely employed in La- 
bour or Service, or in earning. their Bread by 
their calling, during the reft of the Week; 
but the Permiffion of this would, probably, be 
quickly abufed, and great Licentioufnefs fol- 
low thereupon, as Experience may fufficiently 
thew us; it having been (and I fear, not with- 
eut Foundation) by fome obferved, that there is 
more Wickednefs practifed on that Day, than 
en any Day of the Week befides ; andl heartily 


with, that this Obfervation could be confined 
to the Vulgar only.

And yet, as human Nature requires fome Re- 
Jaxation, I do not think it would be a Violation 
of the Day, if, after the Publick Duties are 
difcharged, any one fhould vilita Neighbour, 
or take a Walk with a Friend, or the ike; 
Provided that thefe be prudently conducted, and 
not too long continued, and that, we dftetwards 
retire and call our Family together to read or 
hear) a good Book, and join in Family Prayer, 
that fo the Day due to God may begin‘ and ‘end 
with bim. t amen? 203 

The taking a Journey, ortranfacting wor! 4 
Bufinefs, when no Neceffity urges, is, in my 
humble Opinion; very inconfiftenc: with the 
Intention and proper Bufinefs of the Duy, fand 
therefore fhould, I think, be forborne, as much 
as poffible, by us. Nor can [ help declaring 
my Opinion againft Cards, or any other Gam- 
ing on that Day, as miniftring to Vice, anda 
Scandal to the Reformation ; and am forry that 
I am hereby obliged to cenfurte a Practiée, 
which I am credibly informed ‘reigns in the 


great’ Metropolis, :and will undoubtedly, ¢ra- 


dually fpread itfelf thro” the reftof the Nation, 

Thus, Madam, I have given you: my Senti- 
ments, perhaps too tedioufly, in this Matter} 
and if in any of them feem too fevere, or to 
cenfure my Betters; Ll afk Pardon, bat have 
{poke my rea) Thoughts. — . 

From the beft Obfervations I have been able 
to make, during the many Years it has pleafed 
God to indulge me in Life, I muft freely‘own, 
I think that the great Flow of Wickednefs, 
which has been coming apace upon us’ for thefe 
many Years, and is now almoft arrived at the 
height, is much owing to the Remiffnefs ge- 
nerally given into on that Day. Would we be 
ferious, and fomewhat more referved, and at- 
tentive to the Nature and Defign of it, it would 
undoubtedly give a pious Tincture to the reft 
of the Week, and be a Means of putting fome 
ftop to that Deluge of Vice and Wickednefs, 
which will, I fear, in the End be our Ruin.

The Laws of the Game at Wuisr. 


The Dealer is at Liberty to fhuffle the Cards 
after they have been cut, if the Party that 
cut them for the Deal, has been curious enough 
to look at the bottom Card. 

The eldeft of Hand has the fole right to 
fhufiie the Cards, though the Dealer may do it 
after him. 

The Dealer may demand a new Deal, if 
either of his Adverfaries are the Caufe of turn- 
ing up a Card as he deals: And likewife the 
adverfe Party may call a new Deal, when the 
Dealer turns a Card up in dealing by his own 
Fault, provided fuch Adverfary has not look’d 
at his own Cards, 

If a Card (except the laft) be faced in the 
Pack, there mu(ft be a new Deal, 

if any Perfon takes uphis Cards, or looks at 
them during the Deal; and the Dealer hap- 
pens to mifs Deal, be fhall deal again. 

The ‘Trump-card muft be Jeft upon the 
Table to be view’d, till it is in the Dealer’s 
‘Lure toiplay § to prevent the Dealer’s naming 
a wroény Card, And after he has mix’d the 
‘Trump turn’d up with his other Cards, no 
body bas a Right to afk what individual Card 
it wagpibut only whatis Trumps. 

After the Trum» Card is feen, no body fhall 
remind his Partner to call ; if they be 8, nor 
fall it be admitted to fet up the Honours of 
a preceeding Deal, if they-have not been claim’d 
before the ‘Crump Card ts turn’d up. 

In playing each arty ought to lay his Card 
before himfelf; and thould it happen to be 
pufh’d out of that Pofition, his Partner may 
demand each Perfon to lay their refpective 
Cards before him ; but he muft not enquire 
who play’d any particular Card. 

No Perfon fheall afk his Partner, while the 
Cards are playing, whether he has play’d an 
Honour. 

[t the laft Player plays out of his Turn, his 
Partner, whether he has any of the Suit led 
or not, (provided he is not thereby obliged to 
sevoke) he is neither entitled to Trump it, 
nor to win that Trick. And if one of the 
e\dverfaries plays out of his Turn, his Partner

is not to win the Trick, if he can avoid it 
without revoking. 

Every one muft take Care to fee he has thir- 
teen Cards; for if in the Courfe of playing, 
it appears he has only twelve, and does not find 
it out till feveral Tricks are played ; and the 
reft of the Players have their right Numbers, 
the Deal ftands good: and if the Perfon that 
plays with twelve Cards has made any revoke, 
he muft be punifh’d with each Revoke : But 
fhould any other Party have fourteen Cards, the 
Deal is void and loft. 

If any Perfon plays out of his Turn, it is 
in the Aorion of either of his Adverfaries ‘to 
call the Card fo play’d, at any Time in that 
Deal, provided it does not make him revoke: 
Or if either of the adverfe Parties is to lead, 
he may defire his Partner to name the Suit he 
chufes to have him lead, and when a Suit is 
then named, the Partner mutt play it if he has 
it. 

No one fhall call at any Poiut of the Game 
except at eight, nor anfwer when he has not 
an Honour, under the Penalty of anew Deal, 
if the adverfe Parties infift upon it; who are 
at Liberty to confult each other on fuch Oc- 
caficn, 

Concerning Revokes. No Revoke can be 
claim’d, till the Trick is turn’d and quitted ; 
or the Party who revoked or his Partner, have 
play’d again. | 

Lhe Penalty of a‘Revoke properly claim’d. 
is, That the adverfe Party may add three to 
his Score; and the revoking Party, provided 
they are up, notwithftanding the Penalty, muft 
remain at nine, for the Revoke ‘takes Place of 
all other Scores in this Game. 

In cafe the Party difcovers his Revoke before 
the Cards are turn’d, the adverfe Party may 
call either the higheft or loweft Card’ of the 
Suit led, or to call the Card then play’d at any 
other Time, when it does not’caufe a Revoke,

When a Perfon is fo imprudent to throw up 
his Cards, with their Faces upwards, upon a 
Suppofition that the Game is loft, and his

Terms ufed in the GAME of 
.  explain’d. 

Score of the Game is the Number fet up 
gain’d by Tricks or Honours; Ten of which 
Numbers make the Game, ‘Thefe ‘Numbers 
are fometimes called Points. ; 

Terce Major, is the Sequence of Ace, King, 
Queen in any Suit. In like» Manner, any 
three Cards that immediately ‘follow in the 
fame Suit, is call’d a Terce, or Sequence of 
Three. , ae 

The Quart and Quint are Sequences of four 
and five Cards in the fame Suit ; which Se- 
quences, if they begin with the Ace, are called 
Quart Majors and Quint Mayors. | 

To Finefs is to endeavour to gain a Trick 
by Skill ; as fur Example, a Card is led, I have 
the beft and third beft Card of that Suit ; then 
asit is 2 to 1 againft my Adverfaries. having 
the fecond beft, I venture, and gain the Trick 
by my third beft Card, if he happens not to 
have the fecond beft Card. This is called play- 
ing the tenace. 

Leofe-card is a fingle Card in Hand, which, 
if of no Value, is the propereft to throw away, 
if Opportunity ferves. 

To Force is to oblige a Partner or Adver- 
fary to trump a Suit, of which he is clear. 

The See-/aw is when each Partner trumps a 
Suit, and they play thofe Suits to one another 
to trump ’em. 

‘The long Trump, isthe Trump remaining in 
one Hand, after all the other Parties‘are clear 
of. Trurnps.

Directions for Sortinc the Carns. 


Place the Worft of every Suit to the Left- 
hand, and the beft in order tothe Right; and 
the Trumps in the like Order, and always to 
the Lefe of all the other Suits. 

If it be your Deal, place the Trump turn’d 


up to the Right of all your Trumps: and Part 
with it as Jate as you can ; for by that Means 
your Partner knowing you have a Trump, 
may play to more Advantage. 

The beft Method remembering a Partner’s 
firft Lead, is to Place a {mal] Card of that Suit 
led in the midft of Trumps ; or on the Left of 
it if we have but one Trump in Hand. 

In like Manner, if I find I have the beft 
Cards of a Suit, I muft put it on the Left of 
my Trumps. 

If it be only the fecond beft, Place it to the 
Right of the Trumps. Or if no better than a 
third beft of any Suit, place a fmall Card of 
the fame Suit between the Trumps and that 
third beft, to the Right aforefaid. 


GENERAL, RULES for Playing. 


The Perfon that holds an Ace, King, and 
four {mall Trumps, with a good Suit, muft 
Play three Rounds of Trumps, if he has the 
Lead, to prevent his ftrong Suit being trump- 
ed. , 

If he has King, Queen, and four fmall 
Trumps with a good Suit, he muft Trump 
with his King ; becaufe when thé Lead comes 
into his Hand again, he will Force three 
rounds;of ‘Trumps. : 

Should he have King, Queen, Ten and 
three fmall_ Trumps with a ,ood Suit, he muft 
Lead the King, to Fifh for the Knave at the 
fecond Round ; and not to finefs the Ten; be- 
caufe that will endanger the ftrong Suit to be 
trumped. 

‘When there is only the Queen and Knave 
and three {mall Trumps with a good Suir, 
Trump out witha {mall one. 

With a Queen, Knave, Nine, and two 
fmail ‘I’rumps and a good Suit, ‘Trump our 
with the Queen, for that may bring down the 
Ten at the fecond round to the Knave; for it 
will be hazardous to finefs the Nine. 

When he holds a Knave, Ten, and three 
fmail Trumps and a good Suit, let him 
Trump about with a fma!b one. But where 
thereis a Knave, Ten, Eight, and two {mall 
Trumps, with a good Suit, he mutt Trump 
about with the Knave, with a View to biing 
down the Nine at the fecond Lead. 

Where there is.only a Ten, Nine, Right, 
and one {mall Trump, lead the Ten, tn order 
to get the laft Lead in Trumps, and to fecure 
your good Suit.

Political State of Foreign Affairs. 
Leghorn, Of. 30. 


Orwithftanding the Plague is greatly abated at 
Conttantinople, we ftill contmut to take all 
imaginable Precautions againtt its being brought here 
in any Goods or Merchandize ‘whatever, for which 
Reafon all Ships comite from the Levant, are o- 
bliged to perform the itri€teft Quarantine. The 
Mailer of a Ship juft arrived from Baitia ‘affares us, 
that the Detachments of Troops which were fent 
by the Marquifs de'Curfay, amongft the diflatisiied 
Pieves or Communitiés, and particulatly that of Ni. 
olowhich had beén joined by fome of the neighbour- 
ing ones, were all returned to their retpective Quar- 
ters, and that every thing feemed now quiet again 
inthe ifland of Corfica. The'lalt Advices received 
here from Spain ‘affure ‘us, that his Catholick Maje- 
fty has lately pubhithed an -Ordonnance in Favour of 
all thofe who thall fic out armed veffels to‘cruize a- 
gaieit the Corfairs of Barbary, by which they are in- 
utled to the Whole of all Prizes that fhal] betaken by 
them, without being hiable to pay the ufaal Duties.
